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REPORT* 

of  the  Superintendent  he  printed  and  circulated. 

To  the  Committee  of  Visitors. 

Gentlemen, 

The  number  of  Patients,  (114,)  admitted  into 
this  Asylum  in  the  past  year,  (1851,)  approximated  very 
closely  to  the  Admissions  of  1850. — The  increase  in  the 
numbers  resident,  was  less  constant. — The  lowest  number  of 
Patients  was  on  the  first  of  January,  and  the  highest  on  the 
thirtieth  of  September ;  whilst  the  increase  which  amounted  to 
23  in  May,  was  in  September  26,  and  on  the  21st  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  31.  The  daily  average  shows  an  increase  of  28  on 
that  of  the  year  preceding. — The  pressure,  which  was  very 
threatening  in  May,  received  the  attention  of  the  Committee. — 
It  is  possible  that  the  condition  of  the  Asylum  at  that  time 
may  have  had  some  influence  in  restraining  its  increasing 
numbers. 

The  fact,  that  the  reduction  of  the  numbers  of  those  Patients, 
who  had  been  more  than  twelve  months  insane  at  the  time  of 
their  admission,  is  greater  than  the  accumulation  of  persons, 
who  were  brought  to  the  Asylum  in  the  earlier  stages  of 
Insanity,  offers  evidence,  that  if  the  Asylum  is  freely  used  as 
an  Hospital  for  the  more  recent  cases,  the  increase  must  have 
nearly  attained  its  limit. 


•  Rule  25. — [of  the  General  Rules  of  the  Asylum  ]  The  Superintendent  shall  sub¬ 
mit  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  at  their  first  Meeting  after  the  Oxfordshire  Epiphany 
Quarter  Sessions  annually,  a  Report,  in  writing,  of  the  general  condition  of  the  Asylum, 
and  the  number  and  character  of  the  Patients  ;  distinguishing  the  numbers  who  have 
been  received  and  discharged  as  cured  ;  the  number  of  readmissions  ;  the  number  em¬ 
ployed,  and  in  what  manner  ;  the  deaths  which  have  occurred  in  the  preceding  year, 
and  also  the  total  number  of  discharges,  cures,  and  deaths  since  the  opening  of  the 
Institution,  and  specifying  the  sexes  in  each  statement ;  with  such  other  facts  as  the 
Superintendent  may  think  desirable,  or  which  the  Visitors  may  have  suggested.

The  County  and  City  of  Oxford  make  the  greater  use  of  the 
Asylum  as  an  Hospital. 

The  comparison  of  the  results  of  the  year  with  1850,  is  not 
favorable  ;  the  contrast  being  with  a  year  of  an  unusually 
healthy  character.  The  per  centage  of  Mortality,  on  the  whole 
number  treated,  rose  from  5\  to  1\.  The  average  Mortality  of 
eleven  other  County  Asylums,  whose  published  reports  I  have 
received  for  1850,  and  whose  numbers  resident  amount  to 
5689 — was,  in  the  year  1850,  9.2  per  cent. — On  the  average 
number  resident  10.5  per  cent. — That  of  this  Asylum  for  1851 
being  9.6  per  cent. 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  recoveries  is  made  more 
apparent  by  the  last  meeting  of  the  Committee,  on  the  31st  of 
December,  having  so  fallen  that  the  persons  ordered  to  be 
discharged,  could  not  leave  the  Asylum  until  the  opening  of 
the  new  year.  The  average  per  cent,  of  recoveries  on  the  total 
number  resident  was  12,  on  the  average  number  resident  15.4, 
and  on  the  number  of  Patients  admitted  was  46.5.  The 
relative  averages  of  the  other  Asylums  were  10.2,  11.4,  and  35 
per  cent. 

The  readmissions  were  of  16  persons  whose  previous  confine¬ 
ment  had  been  in  other  Asylums  ;  and  of  12  who  had  been  in 
this  Asylum.  Of  the  latter — 5  were  readmitted  within  4 
months  of  their  discharge,  and  4  of  them  had  been  at  home  for 
a  month  on  trial  previously  to  their  being  discharged. 

The  relative  proportion  of  Males  to  Females  in  the  Asylum 
has  been,  when  formerly  noticed,  as  2  to  3 — it  is  now  as  3  to  4. 
This  great  disparity  of  the  numbers  resident,  is  not  occasioned 
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by  the  similar  inequality  of  the  numbers  admitted-— being 
Males  348,  Females  393 — or  the  proportion  of  8  to  9.  The 
recoveries  of  the  Females  have  been  greater  to  the  extent  of 
20  per  cent.  The  Mortality  amongst  the  Males  being  much 
greater,  as  has  been  shown  by  the  great  disparity  of  the  sexes 
after  45  years  of  age. 

The  attempts  to  escape  by  Patients  in  the  last  year,  include 
that  by  a  Male  Patient  who  reached  the  residence  of  his  friends 
in  Oxford  ;  of  another  who  was  taken  into  the  Hanwell 
Asylum,  having  got  so  far  on  his  way  to  the  Metropolis  ;  and 
one  by  a  Male  Patient,  who  is  confined  as  a  Criminal  Lunatic. 

The  Commissioners  of  Lunacy,  in  their  last  report  to  the 
Lord  Chancellor,  observe  ; — 11  Your  Lordship  is  aware  that  the 
construction  of  Lunatic  Asylums  is  so  essentially  different  from 
that  of  prisons,  that  an  effectual  security  against  the  escape  of 
Criminals  cannot  be  provided  without  restricting  the  liberty  of 
other  Patients,  with  whom  they  are  necessarily  associated,  and 
materially  interfering  with  that  treatment  and  general  arrange¬ 
ment  which  ought  to  be  adopted  for  their  benefit.  Criminal 
Patients  have  therefore  escaped,  and  must  continue  to  escape 
from  Asylums  and  Houses  licensed  for  the  reception  of  the 
Insane.” 

There  has  been  a  strong  feeling  prevalent  in  the  County 
Asylums  against  the  admission  of  Lunatics — termed  criminal  j 
notwithstanding  the  fact,  that  the  being  Lunatic  voids  crimin¬ 
ality  ;  that  the  subversion  of  reason  is  a  subversion  of  respon¬ 
sibility.  Although  Justice  and  Charity  require  that  the  care 
of  the  Lunatic  shall  supersede  that  of  the  Prisoner,  and  that 
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every  humane  effort  should  he  made  for  the  welfare  of  the 
Criminal  as  of  the  ordinary  Lunatic,  it  does  not  follow  that 
the  same  care  or  the  same  precaution  is  similarly  sufficient  in 
all  cases  of  Lunacy. 

The  class  of  persons  who  are  sent  from  the  gaol  to  the 
Asylum,  are  liable  to  be  distinctly  different  fiom  those 
for  whom  the  Asylum  was  sufficiently  provided.  They 
are  commonly  more  vagrant,  and  unsettled  in  their  previous 
habits  ;  they  are  of  less  honest  or  moral  conduct ;  they  have 
haunts  ready  to  receive  them  ;  and  a  means  of  living  which 
sustained  them  previous  to  imprisonment ;  they  resist  control ; 
deny  insanity  or  the  justice  of  detention  j  create  discontent  ^ 
and  enforce  hardships  on  others  by  their  disturbances.  Their 
treatment  requires  to  be  more  coercive,  more  cautious  of  safe 
custody,  more  unremitting  and  irritating  to  themselves,  the 
Attendants,  and  others.  The  modern  treatment  of  Insanity  is 
termed  ‘  Moral,’  the  Medical  effort  is  supported  by  the 
vigilance,  suppressed  feeling,  and  attention  of  a  person  no 
longer  called  a  ‘  keeper the  Patient  is  encouraged  to  orderly 
and  kindly  feeling  by  the  habit,  discipline,  and  experience  of 
the  house.  The  association  with  some  persons  of  the  class  sent 
as  Lunatics  from  the  Gaols,  is  an  infliction  on  the  orderly 
disposed  Patients,  is  damaging  to  the  moral  condition  of  some, 
and  to  the  bodily  health  of  others  by  the  restrictions  and 
excitements  produced.  The  adapting  an  Asylum  for  350 
ordinary  Lunatics  to  the  safe  custody,  restrictions,  and  smaller 
classifications,  for  three  or  four  of  this  class,  would  be  unreason¬ 
ably  expensive  in  the  separate  Counties  5  while  it  is  known 
that  the  class  itself  in  the  aggregate,  is  sufficiently  numerous 
to  require  a  special  Asylum. 
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I  beg  to  submit  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  that  the 
proposition,  announced  bj  the  Chairman  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Lunacy,  to  be  brought  by  him  before  the  House  of  Lords  in 
the  ensuing  Session  of  Parliament, — for  the  establishment  of  a 
special  Asylum  for  Criminal  Lunatics,- — will  be  worthy  of  their 
attention. 

The  accounts  of  the  Receipts  and  Expenditure,  prepared  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Asylum,  accompany  this  Report.  The  reduction 
in  the  cost  of  maintenance  has  already  enabled  the  Committee 
to  reduce  the  charge  to  the  Parishes  ;  and  has  enabled  them 
to  hold  out  the  hope  of  a  further  reduction.
